TELLS OF VIEW OF OEH POLITICAL PARTIES 


In the United States, the two m ajor parties have for a long 
tim e been rival organizations th a t have been held together quite 
as much by legalized political machinery, of an elaborate charac­ 
te r as by opposed convictions about public affairs or by mutual an­ 
ta g o n is in g The Republican party lias been more homogeneous 
than the Democratic. 
Historically uhe Republicans have been 
strongly identified with the w estern movement, and with the de­ 
velopment of the country upon nationalistic lines and principles. 
Loyalty to the traditions of the Republican party as they have 
come down through families has had much to do with the main­ 
tenance of Republicanism. This sentim ent has nothing to do with 
the machinery of the party, which is operated! by politicians and 
which constitutes its official organization. There is also a some­ 
w hat similar tradition of Democracy th at holds many minds 
through a persistent predilection for one side of-the other in ear­ 
lier controversies—a continuing sentim ent that gives us Jefferson­ 
ian Democrats and Jacksonian Democrats, 
this feeling having 
something to do with the present-day party loyalties of many peo­ 
ple who know little and care less about the actual controversies of 
the first half-century of a Republic th at has been making political 
history for almost three such half-centuries. 
A part from these rather thin and meaningless traditions, 
which orators try to distinguish as something substantial in the 
way of a political creed, the Democratic party has now for more 
than half a century in its practica loperations been a coalition of 
four principal opposition elements, not to mention some minor 
ones. Chief of the four elements has been the Solid South, which 
was rendered solid by virtue of the Fifteenth Amendment th at en­ 
franchised millions of untrained negroes immediately after the 
abolition of slavery. In earlier periods, these Southern people had 
been W higs as well as Democrats, and they were no more section­ 
ally Jeffersonian than wras the North. It was a practical situation 
following the Civil W ar, th a t made the states of the recent Con-j 
federacy feel the need of acting together in national m atters; and! 
since they could not support the party th at had enfranchised the J 
negroes, they were obliged to adopt the Democratic party with a 
view to dominating it in so fa r as their own sectional necessities 
were concerned. The most strictly local of the Democratic factors 
was Tammany Hall, an organization th a t for its own purposes se­ 
cured control of the Democratic machine in New York City, and 
which gradually acquired command of the Democratic party of 
the Empire State.

“Mix 
together in the upper part of a double 
boiler two tablespoons of sugar, one 
tablespoon of flour, one beaten egg, : 
one cup of sw eet milk, one and one- , 
half teaspoons of dry mustard, one I 
small teaspoon of salt, and one sm all 
piece of butter. 
Place the pot over 
the fire and when this mixture is well 
heated (over boiling water) stir in 
one-third of a cup of vinegar.

from range and beat smooth with an 
egg beater.

of suet chopped, two tablespoons of 
sugar, one tablespoon each of ground 
(cinnamon, allspice, and soda, one-half 
I teaspoon of salt, and enough flour to 
bind the m ixture together. 
M oisten 
the bread crumbs in a little hot water, 
then add all the other ingredients in 
the order mentioned. 
Either steam 
for three hours in a regular steam er, 
or tie the mixture in a piece of clean 
white cloth, place it on a saucer in a 
pot containing boiling water, and let
